Applicant's request for pre-appeal brief to reconsideration of the finality of the 
rejection of the Office Action mailed 12/13/07 was found persuasive by the Pre-Appeal 
Brief Review Panel and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-12, and 15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 and 
10 are allowable over the reference of record because none of these references 
discloses or can be combined to yield the claimed invention of a method for fabricating 
a liquid crystal display device comprising first electrode includes a laminated structure of 
a metal film and a protective film, an etching rate of said metal film is almost equal to an 
etching rate of said protective film with respect to a first etching for forming said metal 
film and said protective film is an amorphous conductive oxide and said amorphous 
conductive oxide is an oxide containing indium oxide and zinc oxide using IZO to coat a 
drain electrode.
